FRANCE 
Although ‘most O& the French 
people fear—and with good reason 
the idea of a. revived Germany, 
with the possibility of further Ger- 
man aggression and perhaps another 
war, there are thinking people in 
the first-named country who are 
coming to take a different view of 
the matter. 
These people believe that the 
ther weakening. of German in- 
usiry and the dismantling of the 
“pfeat Robr Valley industrial sys- 
sem will be a real mistake. In their 
opinion ‘the only way to make an- 
@ther Franco-German war impos- 
sible is to develop such strong 
ponds between those two, and other 
~ “Western European nations, that an- 
other Eorepean conflict would be as 
unthinkable as one between—for ex- 
ample—France and Britain, or 
Britain and the United States. 
This is the view taken in an art- 
icle appearing in one of the great- 
est and most authoritative of French 
mewspapers—Le Monde, Paris—and 
to onlookers in other countries it 
came as something of a shock. But 
#0 many of the more far-secing 
“among the French it represents 
a little noticed, but highly signifi- 
want, change in public thinking in 
their country: And to the Germans 
i appeared as a glimpse of reason 
at.a time when the dismantling of 
their great industrial system segm- 
ed like nothing but vindictive re- 
wenge on the part of the victors in 
the last World War.

Britain—Schuman’s 
statement came as a real gleam of 
sunshine on a cloudy and troubled 
sky. Bd have been, aS one re- 
porter puts it, “for many weeks 
searching for some sort of basic 
formula that would bring Germany 
and Western Europe together.’”” For 
with a strong and united Western 
Europe—which would have to, of 
course, include Germany—the threat 
of Russia on the westward march 
would become far less troublesome. 

But whether anything will come 
out of such proposals remains a 
matter of considerable doubt. . For 
in the minds of the majority of the 
French people, the name of Ger- 
many still stands for that of an en- 
emy-~an enemy always to be fear- 


ed @nd kept, if possible, under

SOUTH AMERICA 

Latin America has long been 

known as a Jand of many revo- 

lutions, But recent happenings 


down that way make one wonder 
whether the latest of these repre- 
sent just the keeping up of an old 
South American custom, or if, in 
those parts, there is a concerted 
movement against democracy and 


the democratic form of Govern- 
ment. ‘ 

Last October a military revolt 
overthrew the popularly elected 


Government of Peru. In November 
a swift-moving group of army offi- 
cials quietly but efficiently snatched 
the reins of Government from the 
elected President of Venezuela, 
Romulo Gallegos, During Decem- 
ber a military clique ip El Salvador 
tossed President Salvador Castro 
out on his ear, while exiled Costa 
Ricans staged an armed invasign 
of their homeland. 

In Chile the government man- 
aged to break up a revolution be- 
fore it was well started, and the 
President of Bolivia has been hav- 
ing his own troubles with plotters 
and schemers. And in other coun- 
tries there were rumors of trouble. 

To a casual-looker on it almost 
resembles the old situation of the 
Irishman who-—observing a brawl 
going on-—~politely inquired, “Is this 
a private fight or can anybody get 
into it?” But it may be far more 
important than that, In most South 
American countries, the masses. are 
terribly unhappy, and, with good 
reason, Why they should be so can 
be seen from the situation in Vene- 
zuela, whtre LESS THAN THREE 
PER CENT OF THE PEOPLE 
OWN MORE THAN SEVENTY 
PER CENT OF THE LAND.

Mark 2:3-8; 16-17; 3:1-6 
Golden Text:—Be not overcome of 
evil, but overcome evil with good.— 

Romans 12:21. ; 


Anyone who takes a leading part 
in public life is always the object 
of severe criticism. Of course lead- 
ers make mistakes which warrant 
eriticism. But Jesus was exceptional. 
He never erred, yet he was intensely 
hated and envied and ultimately 
erucified, 

Jesus pronounced forgiveness of 
sing upon the man sick of the palsy. 
This they termed blasphemy, for 
“who can forgive sins but God 
only?” But Jesus demonstrated that 
he was God by immediately healing 
the man. The man who had come 
carried by four, walked_out carrying 
hia bed. 

Then they found fault because 
Jesus ate with pfblicans and sinners. 
He erred socially. He replied by as- 
gerting, “I came not to call the 
righteous, but sinners to repent- 
ance.” 

The third criticism recorded itt 
the lesson was that of healing on 
the Sabbath. The man with the 
withered hand in the synagogue was 
probably “planted” by the Pharisees. 
They watched, He asked the man 
to stand forth, and inquired. “Is it 
jJawtul to do good on the sabbath 
days, or to do evil, to save life or 
to kill?” They did not answer. He 
jrealed the man. Jesus was not seek- 
ing his own pleasure on the Sab- 
bath, but was reather ministering to 
the needy. 

Criticism did not make Jesus. veer 
from His course, though He knew 
it would lead to the Cross. He con- 

tinued to forgive sins, befriend the

A short time ago David Western, 
whose father is a London Transport 
fitter, went to Buckingham Palace 
to receive the Albert Medal for 
Gallantry) When David and his 
parents iad been to the Palace they 
told listeners to the BBC's “In 
Town Tonight” programme what it 
felt like to visit the King in his own 
home. « “It all seems» unreal now,” 
said Mr. Western. “When we got 


to the Palace we were met by two 


ushers who took David away into 
atiother room. My wife and I were 
shown into a Grand Hall, and it 
took our breath away, I can tell 
you. It must be about two hundred 
yards long and it's covered with a 
red carpet. The ceiling is inlaid 


_ with gold, and there are beautiful 


oil paintings on the walls, and 
marble columns. down the Hall.

“Would your Excellency be pre- 
pared to confer with President Tru- 
man at-a matually suitable place to 
discuss the possibility ‘of concluding 
a pact of peace,” ANSWER: “I 
have already stated before that 
there is n jection to such a meet- 
ing.” No objection—but also noth- 
ig about setting a date. 

In other words, while Stalin 
MAY be sincere—it looks very 
much as though he were stalling for 
time, and that the time so secured 
will be used to further tighten the 
Communist bonds on the greater 
portion of China. Indeed, there are 
those who think that, at bottom, 
the whole Berlin blockade is merely 
a smoke screen put up by Russia 
to divert British and American at- 
tention from what goes on in the 
Far East—and that we westerns 
are likely to wake up to the facts 
se life only when it is too late. 

Rudyard Kipling was’ notoriously 
unfriendly toward Russia—an atti- 
tude which has been greatly criti- 
cized during the past quarter-cen- 
tury, especially among “fellow tra- 
vellers” and others who think Com- 
mony isn't nearl ? bad as paint- 
ed. But perhaps Kipling was speak- 
ing words of real wisdom when he 
wrote “Make ye no truce with 


Adam-Zad, the Bear that walks 
like a Man”, 

ASIA 
The late Goldwin Smith once 


looked out of his library window to 
the grounds of his estate—an estate 
that today would be valued, prob- 
ably, in the millions, and even 
then was one of the finest in Canada. 
Mr. Smith had just been reading 
about strikes, turmoil and rioting 
somewhere—Chicago, if we remem- 
ber corectly. 


“Why can‘t people,” he remarked 


rather queruously to his Secretary, 
“Why can't people be satisfied with 
what they have ” 

That is an attitude of mind too 
many of us, in the past, have taken 
toward the people in the Far East. 
We ourselves weren't. doing too 
badly, so why should anyone else be 
discontented? 

But the people of Asia are no 
longer satisfied with ) sentiments. 
When 41 delegates from 19 coun- 
tries—representing more than half 
the world’s total population—gath- 
ered at the Pan Asiatic conference 
at New Delhi, most of them were in 
a bitter mood. 

Prime Minister Nehru of India 
put the feeling into words. “There 
will be conflict and threats to peace 
as jong as colonialism exists any- 
where,” he said. “Asia, too long a 
submissive and dependent plaything 
of other countries will no longer 
brook interference with her free- 
dom.” 

The remark, of course, was aimed 
specifically in the direction of The 
Netherlands, But it's to be hoped 
that the Big Boys in the Kremflin 
were listening too,

A STRANGE CREATURE 


Trouble can come to almost any 
corner of the World. Right now 
it’s in the “potato patch.” Bugs, 
potato bugs, were ‘the problem iv 
my boyhood days, now—it’s prices, 
writes R. J. Deachman. Potatoes 
can be, at times, unusually prolifie. 
When the season is right they may 
wreck us, with abundance! It is 
more difficult to deal with abun- 
dance than with scarcity. 

Man is a Strange creature and 
wonderfully perverse. He howls to 
high heaven when prices are high 
and wants the government to solve 
his problems. He resents paying 
high prices for things he buys but 
thinks, not for\a moment, of the 
high pri¢es of the things he sells. 
When prices drop the Consumers’ 
League may be silent but the pro- 
ducers will go after the government 
and ask for a floor under prices.

Did you. ever think of this pecu- 
liar thing?

It doesn't seem fast, sitting in the 
glassed-in roof-top compartments 
that are features of these post-war 
trains, because you are so far above 
the ground. It’s a different story in 
the front end of the Diesel engine 
that powers the train, especially 
when you knife by a long string 
of freight cars on an adjoining 
track. Veteran enginemen aren't 
ashamedsof a brief prayer at such 
moments, particularly when the 
cars block off a grade-crossing view.

Once Schini has eased the 2,000- 
horsepower engine and its seven 
lightweight stainless steel cars past 
thirty miles an hour, not far out 
of East Dubuque, he sets the 
throttle wide open and moves ‘his 
left hand’ close to the cord of his 
bull-throated air horn. His right 
hand is never far from the break 
lever, and one foot rests on « “dead 
man” pedal that automatically stops 
the train if not depressed. It takes 
five or six minutes for the roaring 
Diesels feeding smooth electric 
power to the axles, to inch the 
speadometer to ninety. Before it 
travels much iighter, Schini cuts the 
throttle, then inches it up when the 
speed falls off. 

There are plenty of Diesel trains 
that, at times, exceed the Zephyr's 
steady ninety to ninety-five miles 
an. hour.

Matt: 5:1-12! 7:24-27. 
Golden Text: Seek ye first the 
kingdom of God, and his righteous- 
ness.— Matt.

Most’ people will agree that no 
three successive chapters in all the 
Bible are as significant and import- 
ant as. Matthew 5-7. Here is the 
manifésto of the King. He said, “I 
came not to destroy the law, but to 
fulfill it.”
